(a) The main reason for thi* underfulfilltnent is] I the lov working morale 

among the miners caused by the continuous decrease of wages. Even tne two top shock- 
workers of th® nine, Jan Karel and Bohumil Jlrik , who have both been awarded medals 
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for outstanding work, have recently not been earning aor* than 7,000-8,000 Kc per month. 
This I* unuusuou lw for Etftkhaaovites , A married. employee (with one child) who work* 
on the surface earn# about 3,500 Kc. per month. If lie takes hi* meal* In the canteen 
daily, thi* would not be enough to pay even for his food. The highest paid official 
i* Director Svoboda, He earids 20,000 Kc. per month. But fr<^o this ajwunt he pay* 
each month 5,000 Kr to Party fund and another 1,000 Kc to the Korean Aid Fund. 

On 13 March 53 a strike broke out in tho Zbuch mine in protest against low wages. 

It lasted onlv four hours, however, because the majority of the German miners (who 
make up about 70^ of the labor force) returned to work under the threat* and persuasion 
of the joanagtment ,

"The largest part of the mine's output is assigned to the power plant attached to the 
mine. The allocation Is always insufficient since the power plant i* adapted for high- 
grade coal. Additional coal must be brought from neighbouring pits as well *s from 
Kladno and Most, since the Zbuch mine is unable to supply sufficient ~h-grade coal. 
The rest of the output la transported by truck to the Skoda Works li Pileen, to Ceake 
Budcjovice and to Prague- Part of it J« exported to the German Federal Republic. 

"Special allocations of ton), to miner* and mlnfig employee* we discontinued In early 
autumn 1952 and then reintroduced, after strong protests, that November. However, 
instead of good quality ccal, only inferior brown coal from the Most mines was dis- 
tributed. Though the management promised that double allocations would be issued 
of this low quality coal, only 20 q were distributed per peroon. That was the same 
amount miners used u> roc f ?lv<* of tho high quality coal. Moreover, only one member 
v»f a iamlly could get thl»i per capita allocation fraw of charge. If two member* of 
the frame family were - ^Kjng in the mine,- only one could claim a free allocation.
